How can someone save up to three lives in an hour? It’s 
simple: by giving blood. Giving blood is one of the easiest 
ways to make a difference in a person’s life. Blood banks are 
constantly in short supply, so every time a person gives blood, 
the individual has an effect on the community. 

Warsaw has been hosting blood drives around town for years, 
and this school year, a surprising number of students began 
donating their time for a good cause. In September, four 
varsity football players, Grayson Packett, Will Duncanson, 
Jordan Brown and Drew Sanders, came to give after class one 
Thursday, and fellow seniors Travis Kilman, Benjamin Packett 
and Benton Berghuis attended as well. Since then, Benton and 
Travis have remained faithful donors, and seniors John Burton 
and Anna Pillow have also joined in on the effort. These 
students have now experienced firsthand how good it feels to 
know that they have helped save at least one person’s life. 


One major benefit after donating blood is the free sandwiches, 
drinks and other snacks that donors receive. Local churches and 
youth groups take turns making the sandwiches, which serve as a 
small token of thanks to the unselfish volunteers. “Free food after 
giving blood was a big plus,” said Drew Sanders. “And being a 
donor makes you feel good about yourself knowing that you saved 
lives.” 

We all expect blood to be there for us, but barely a fraction of those 
who can give do. Yet sooner or later, virtually all of us will face a 
time of great vulnerability in which we will need blood. And that 
time is all too often unexpected. According to a survey conducted 
by the American Red Cross, 76% of Americans expect that blood 
will be available to them when they need it; however, less than five 
percent of the population eligible to give blood actually does so. 

The next time you hear about a local blood drive, go out and spend 
an hour making a difference. What have you got to lose, except 
one pint of blood?

» Every two seconds, someone in the United States needs 
blood. 

» The four main blood types are: A, B, AB and O, positive 
or negative. 

» The one pint of blood taken from donors can be separated 
into three components: red cells, platelets and plasma.

10-12 pints of blood. 


In order to be eligible to give blood, donors must: 

» be at least 17 years old. 

» weigh at least 110 pounds. 

» be in good health on the day of donation. 

» have no history of exposure to hepatitis or AIDS.

A three year track participant, senior Mykel Robertson 
had a slow start, but he managed to pull it together 
by the district meet to clinch a spot in the regional 
competition with a throw of 47’ 4” in the shot put for 
first place and a throw of 142’ 4.5” for first in the 
discus.

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The staff of The Crest had one major goal in front of 
them as they began their work to capture the events 
and memories of 2007: to earn another Trophy Class 
rating from the Virginia High School League. After the 



October announcement thatthe 2006 Crest was named 
as a recipient of the Trophy Class award, the highest 
recognition given to yearbooks in the VHSLcompetition, 
the staff realized they would have to meet great expec¬ 
tations to create another superior quality yearbook. 

The theme for 2007, vantage, attempts to capture the 
personality of Rappahannock High School by looking at 
subjects through various points of view and angles. The 
photographers concentrated on capturing the theme by 
approaching theirobjects from a variety of perspectives. 

The staff’s top priorities were to increase ad and book 
sales and to include as many students as possible. Four 
pages were added to the length of the 2006 edition, 
which contained 144 pages. 

Published by Jostens Publishing Company in Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina, The Crest had a press run of 
200 copies and sold at $40, $42, and $45, depending on 
the date of purchase. The 2007 budget was $15,430.20 
which was met strictly through the sale of ads and year¬ 
books. Printedon 100lbglosspaper,thecoverspecifica- 
tions include custom one-color [Black #395] litho design 
with supermatte lamination and Fusion cutout grain. 

With a trim size of 7 3/4 X 10 1 /2, the book was created 
using InDesign CS, Photoshop 8.0 and Jostens Yeartech 
software. Layouts were designed on the computer using 
the software. All photos were digitally placed. The staff 
met after school throughout the year. Although strict 
deadlines, tedious editing and the pressure of maintain¬ 
ing a standard for excellence put the staff under a great 
deal of stress, the accomplishment of creating a quality 
product was worth the effort.
